ACT I 

Courtyard of Ko-Ko’s Official Residence. 

After the captivating overture composed of some of the choicest melodies from the 
opera, the curtain rises on the courtyard of Ko-Ko’s palace at Titipu where Japanese 
nobles are gathered singing a lively chorus. 

Nanki-Poo, a minstrel, enters excitedly and asks to be directed to the maiden 
Yum-Yum with whom he had fallen in love the previous year, when she was 
betrothed to her guardian, Ko-Ko. 

Now, having heard that Ko-Ko is condemned to death for flirting, Nanki-Poo has 
come to see Yum-Yum. He soon learns, however, that Ko-Ko has been pardoned, 
made Lord High Executioner and is to marry his ward that very day. 

When Nanki-Poo finally finds himself alone with the maiden he declares his love 
for her and reveals himself as the son of the Mikado. He tells her that his disguise 
is assumed in order to avoid marrying an elderly lady of the court, Katisha, who 
has claimed him. The couple sing their duet, “Were you not to Ko-Ko plighted,” 
and part sorrowfully. 

At this time, Ko-Ko receives a letter from the Mikado complaining of a lack of 
beheadings and demanding an execution within the month. Pooh-Bah, Pish-Tush 
and Ko-Ko decline the honor of decapitation but when Nanki-Poo enters, intent on 
hanging himself over the loss of Yum-Yum, he is persuaded to be executed instead. 
The event is to take place in a month—on condition that he be allowed to marry 
Yum-Yum immediately. 

Nobles and ladies hear with rejoicing the announcement of the marriage. Sud¬ 
denly Katisha appears. She tries to claim Nanki-Poo and, when thwarted, begins 
her denunciation of him, but is interrupted by loud singing. Katisha, thus foiled, 
furiously vows vengeance, while all the others sing merrily, “For joy reigns every¬ 
where around!”

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ACT II 

Ko-Ko’s Garden. 

Yum-Yum attended by her maidens prepares for her wedding-day. Reminded that 
her happiness is to be “cut-short,” she bursts into tears; Nanki-Poo enters and tries 
to console her. Further sorrow is theirs when Ko-Ko appears and tells of a law, just 
discovered, that when a man is beheaded, his wife must be burned alive. 

A moment later a stately processional is heard and the Mikado arrives, accom¬ 
panied by Katisha, “His daughter-in-law elect,” whereupon Pish-Tush comes forward 
to tell him that his wishes have been respected and an execution carried out. The 
Emperor then reveals the true purpose of his visit, the finding of his son, reputed 
to be in Titipu, disguised as Nanki-Poo. 

With the death certificate claiming Nanki-Poo beheaded, the unlucky trio are in 
a plight. They try to persuade Nanki-Poo to “come back to life” but he will only 
do so when Ko-Ko agrees to marry Katisha himself. All go out and Katisha enters, 
singing, “Alone, and Yet Alive!” 

To her comes Ko-Ko, declaring passionate love for her. Her stern refusal finally 
breaks down before his threatened death from a broken heart and they go away 
joyfully. The Mikado now enters to behold the execution of the three culprits for 
their killing of the heir-apparent. 

A moment later they rush in, but Katisha is with them and pleads for mercy. The 
Mikado hesitates since the law must be enforced. The situation is saved by the 
appearance of Nanki-Poo whose non-execution is marvelously explained, all then 
taking their turns in the exhilarating finale, “For He’s Gone and Married Yum-Yum!”
